Its use, and 
not its possession, 1 : all that can make 
it a matter of distinction. 
In our own 
country, even 
more than in Euro]>e, 
wealth ex aggerates its own consequence. 
I It is natural that it should, for lmr» ', 
more than there, it- is a personal m at­ 
ter. 
The American 
millionaire 
lias 
j “ m ade,” as he says, his own millions. 
They represent lus own shrewdness, in­ 
d u str y , 
tact, 
perseverance or 
“ good 
• luck.” 
He is fond, it may be, of re* 
I minding us all that it is so. 
He is a 
“ self made m an,” and recurs to the 
time when In« was a barefoot boy, or a 
j penniless youth, with some pride, as a 
; proof of how bright, a man he is 
111 hav­ 
ing changed by his own unaided powers 
the early poverty tor the present wealth. 
Ho feels in his heart he has done a 
noble work and that he deserves the 
commendation of mankind for » bring it. 
He is liable to disappointment, 
as wo 
all know, and it is somewhat strange 
that, shrewd as lie is in money matters, 
he is so blind 111 others. 
For the rest of 
the world is very busy, and has little 
time to trouble itself a bout his success 
or his failure. Neither can other people 
so» » on ex actly what grounds a man can 
claim its applause only for having taken 
goo» l care » if his own interests. 
The consideration given to him for 
his money is given only t»> liis face by 
those who ex pect to get soundhing by 
it. Tlio community would look com pla­ 
cently upon the matter if a sudden re­ 
vulsion should set him to flwccping the 
streets tomorrow, would consider him, 
indeed, <juite as important in the last 
occupation as in that of raking 
lus 
heaps higher. 
I 11 other words, it is th« « 
wealth itself that is important, if them 
is any importance in the ease. The man 
w ho owns it may be very unimportant. 
In fact, if lie is content t» i l>»3 merely its 
owner, I10 is sure to b«> so. 
The only way to create distinction 
w ith wealth is by flu* use. What a man 
<l« x *s with what, he has » leterminos tiie 
» luestiou of lus obscurity. 
The world is 
very just and forgets all but its bene­ 
factors. 
The m illionaire who uses his 
millions for his own benefit is like the 
ollio<*ho]der w ho uses his ofii» *» * fur Iiih 
own benefit, or the man of genius who 
ex hausts Ins genius lor Ins own selfish 
ends, or, indeed, like any man who, en 
dowed w ith a trust, uses th« * trust for his 
<j\vn < x elusiv» ? use and behoof. 
Men possessed of other trusts art* not 
as apt to m ake tins mistake as the men 
jx is.*« .«-»*»I of money, 
Genius, intellec­ 
tual power, high spiritual gilts, we are 
all loud to claim art« conferred for the 
good of humanity. 
We stand ready to 
condemn relentlessly the men who, en­ 
dowed with such gifts, use them mainly 
for their own advantage. 
But great 
wealth, especially if a man has himself 
won it, is less apt t«> be considered a 
trust. 
The greed for it is great. 
It is 
often sought not for itself, but for the 
supposed distinction it confers. 
When 
tin* young man of energy and ambition 
looks forward to th« * attainnn-nt of it as 
the <*n«l of 1ns endeavors, in* is not 1«*»1 
by any miserly desire for money in it­ 
self. 
lie has rather tin) nobh r desire of 
w inning distinction and importance by 
its possession. 
It is a means ami not 
an end. 
P ity In* should in the years of 
his pursuit so often change his notion, 
for Ins first, opinion is right. 
Wealth 
can confer (list .Miction. 
It can bring 
honor and high » *oiisideratioii. 
It can 
make a m an ’s memory fragrant with 
blessings for centuries. 
But to do uil 
this it must bo us(‘d. 
There are millionaires in our own 
country w ho w ill neith» *r b e reimqnix r- 
ed nor cared for 80daysaft« *r their cost­ 
ly funerals. 
Their passage from among 
living men w ill leav« * 
110 void, for the 
stocks and bonds and shun s which alone 
gave them their conse» ju» *nc» » remain. 
Mankind has lost nothing, miss* s noth­ 
ing. 1 h« -re uro others v* ho will b e m iss­ 
ed in 1,000 plae« s ami by thousands <*f 
hearts, for though the m illions remain, 
th« * heart that made the m illions a bl« *« .« - 
ing is gone. Tin* man in this case i* lost 
to us, and J 1** was more than his money.

Altho ug h the co unty seat 
remo val 
has been discusseu fro m a! io -t every 
co nceivable standpo int in the past two 
mo nths, we have no do ubt there 
are 
y et many peo ple u ho are deeply inter­ 
ested in the questio n and truly want to 
vo te fo r the be-t interests o f themselves 
and the best interests o f their neig h­ 
bo rs. who have a very faint co nceptio n 
o f the tneri s o f the questio n and the 
po sitio n in which it stands to day . 
The 
time is fast appro aching when they 
will be called upo n to east a ballo t 
which will do either fo r o r ag ainst re­ 
mo val. and after that ballo t is east 
there is no o ppo rtunity fo r reco nsider­ 
atio n; there each vo ter, especially ta x ­ 
pay er, must K n o w—o wes it to himself 
and fam ily —ho w his ballo t is g o ing to 
affect him financially . 
In o rder to e x ­ 
ercise his judg ment intellig ently 
lie 
must be in po ssessio n o f all the facts in 
the ea-e. 
To beg in, a little mo re than 
a y ear 
ag o the peo ple, o r a eertain few o f 
them, ag itated the questio n o f building 
a new co urt ho use, fo r the reaso n that 
the o ne we have at present, while g o 1 
fo r several y ears, service y et, seemed 
to no t be in keeping with the po pula­ 
tio n, wealth and 
pro sperity o f 
o ur 
co unty , neither did it co mpare favo ra­ 
bly with the public building s o f adja­ 
cent co unt.io . 
The matter was called 
to the attentio n o f the Bo ard o f Super­ 
viso rs and it was impressed 
with the 
impo rtance o f the matter and set a 
time to co nsider it in ex ecutive sessio n. 
Prio r to this co nsideratio n eertain 
citizens o f Ambo y talked to individual 
members o f the Bo ard and made the 
pro po sitio n, fo r Ambo y , 
that 
if the 
| co unty seat were lo cated in that to wn 
the 
ex pense 
o f 
remo val 
and the 
j erectio n 
o f 
new 
co unty 
building s 
wo uld no t co st the co unty o ne penny . 
Later the o tter was revised in this man- 
ner: Ambo y wo uld furnish a site and 
g ive $100,000 fo r the erectio n o f new 
: buildings. 
Remember, these pro po sitio ns were 
made by individual citizens o f Ambo y 
to individual members o f the Bo ard. 
T hey bro ug ht with them 
no creden­ 
tials to sho w that the to wn o f Ambo y 
had invested them with any autho rity 
to make such pro po sitio ns neither did 
they make these pro po sitio ns to the 
Bo ard in ex ecutive sessio n. 
Hearing o f these indirect pro mises, 
and 
wishing to let the peo ple decide 
this questio n fo r themselves, when the 
co urt ho use matter came up fo r co n­ 
sideratio n the Bo ard laid the questio n 
o n the table. 
Last spring Ambo y sent o ut a larg e 
co rps o f canvassers and by every class 
o f representatio n secured eno ug h sig n­ 
ers to autho rize the ho lding o f an elec­ 
tio n to decide whether o r no t the co unty 
seat shall 
be mo ved to Ambo y . 
All 
thi* time they iterated and reiterated 
their pro mise to g ive $160.000 fo r the 
pur po se o f erecting public 
building s 
pro viding the peo ple wo uld vo te to re­ 
mo ve the co unty seat fro m Dix o n 
to 
Ambo y . 
The individuals who are en ­ 
g ineering the scheme have been wo rk­ 
ing faithfully to secure the amo unt 
they pledg ed to g ive, but up to this 
time have secured o nly abo ut half o f it, 
and even this amo unt is

in 
go ld, 
no r silver, no r g reenbacks, no r even in 
Mex ican do llars. 
It is merely a pro m­

N o t o n e do llar in cash men* 
tio no d. 
Of the mo ney » ubscribed, and which 
the J o urnal say s is all g o o d,we will no t 
say any thing , 
Let it go . may be it is 
ail go o d. 
But still, we wo uld hardly 
class it a? “ mo ney in sig ht 
o f the Dix o n pro perty 
we wi*b to 
-ay o nly a few wo rds. 
It i- valued at 
$75.000 as it no w stand* and -o lo ng as 
it is u-ed fo r co unty puna *••* belo ng s 
to the co unty and i- wo rththat amo unt, 
t co nsist* o f a blo ck o f gro und, a co urt 


u« .u>e. a jail and the lo t o n 
which it 
stands, as well as the fix tures o f bo th 
buildings. 
The jail co st

s30,0o 0 and is co nsidered o ne that will 
answer the needs o f the co unty fo r 
many y ears to co me. It has been fitted 
I up especially fcr the purpo se fo r which 
it is used. 
It wo uld no t be suitable fo r 
any o ther purpo se and wo uld pro bably 
g o beg g ing at HO.iJ OO. 
The mo st val­ 
uable part o f the Dix o n pro perty is o ne 
o f the fine s t blo cks in the city o n which 
the co urt ho use no w stands, and which 
the J o urnal wo uld sell and 
with the 
pro ceeds help to build a co urt ho use in 
Ambo y .

and Lee Co unty po ssesses it no lo ng er. 
No w. who 'll make up the difference be­ 
tween the J o urnal’s statement and the 
actual facts by g iving $<¡5.000 fo r the 
present co urt ho use building . 
Plainly 
the edito r o f the J o urnal i* either try ­ 
ing to ho o dwink the tax pay ers o r dis­ 
placing a wo ful ig no rance o f business 
facts.

taneo us and painless. 
In no repo rt that 
I hav e ev er seen is there any ev idence 
o f instantane*ms death. A ll t he ev ident e 
that can be gathered fro m repo rts o f a c ­ 
cidental sho cks go es to sho w that resu-- 
citaiio n is po ssible if tin* ex po sure lo 
the current is o f sho rt duratio n. 
Painless no do ubt it is. hut so w o uld 
he the effect o f a pisto l sho t thro ugh the 
brain. A nd w hy no t u>e a pisto l sho t; 
fo r ex ecuting a crim inal? 
H e m ight bo 
strapped t o n mattress, a sem icircle o f 
pisto ls arranged aro und his head tcim i- 
nating at th*' tem ples, and, if desirable, 
ano ther gro up co uld be placed o v er the 
regio n o f th** heart. 
If electricity must 
be used, arrange to lire the pisto ls -i- 
nm ltaneo usly by pressing a butto n. Why 
no t?

Electric Fencing. 
Lovers of fencing will be interested 
in an invention which has just 
b een 
tried in London, and which is said t< 
do away altogether with tin* difficulty 
constantly expcrienc* «1 by an umpire in 
judging 
hits 
between 
two equally 
matched competitors. This end, it is de­ 
clared, has been achieved by covering 
tin* front of each jacket with fin« « copper 
or brass wire gauze, and connecting this 
with the adversary’s foil and an electric 
bell (of the burglar alarm pattern) and 
battery in tin* same circuit. 
It follows 
that when a hit is made tin* circuit is 
closed, and the bell rings and continues 
to ring until stopped by the person in 
charge. 
A special arrangement in * ach 
foil handle provides that only a direct 
point produces a ring. 
Two entirely 
electrically distinct circuits are used, 
each including a bell, foil and jacket; 
flicks or blows or graz* s produce no re­ 
sult. The bells being of different tones, 
and, moreover, placed on opposite sides 
of tin* room, there is no difficulty in de­ 
ciding who lias scored a hit, or, in oases 
of almost simultaneous hits, who deliv­ 
ered the point first. 
By a simple ar­ 
rangement the wires passing from th* 
batten* s to the combatants’ collars ar* 
kept well out of th** way, however sud­ 
den may he their movements of advane« 
or retreat. 
In the London * ial six se­ 
lected amateurs compete 1 for a pair of 
foils, and five bouts w* re tought. 
Th* 
experiments were compi* tely successful.
